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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 2-3 and 5-6, the prior art does not teach a picture display of the rear 
surface projection type comprising, in combination with the additionally recited features, an 
angle (X2 formed by a first face and a line perpendicular to the optical axis of the projector given 
by the equation discussed on page 5 of the remarks filed by the applicant on March 4, 2003 
(paper #4). 

Regarding claims 4 and 7, the prior art does not teach a picture display of the rear surface 
projection type comprising, in combination with the additionally recited features, a light 
absorption layer formed on the surface of the second face looking upward of the rear surface of 
the screen. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
